ROBERT HUNTER BADLY HURT. 


Socialist Leader Thrown from Horse 


New York to Paris race arrived to-day 
two days behind schedule time. The 
steamer Santa Clara, which had been 
delayed by storms nearly all the way 
from Seattle, did not reach its pier until 
8 o'clock this afternoon. The little steamer 
rolled and pitched frightfully, and half of 
the crew of the American car cared little 
for the conditions of the Alaskan trail 
until the boat touched unexpectedly at 
the little town of Cordova last night. 
Snow and hailstorms raged for three days 
during the passage, and the wind whipped 


the ocean into a rage the rest of the 
time. 

On the second day out from Seattle the 
carrier pigeons, which were to carry news 
of the car back to San Francisco, were 
released, but the little birds did not go 
far. Sea gulls hovering in sight of the 
vessel detected them while they were 
circling about to determine on their direc- 
tion, and every one of the homing birds 
was killed. 

Warm Welcome by Residents, 

When the boat touched last night at 
Cordova the 390 residents of the little 
town gave the crew a foretaste of 
Alaskan hospitality. It was nearly mid- 
right, but the entire town was rounded 
up in no time. The leading citizens 
formed an impromptu reception commit- 
tee and waited on the racers, announcing 
they would have killed the fatted calf and 
had the town arrayed in gala dress if they 
had known they were to have a visit from 
the flying ‘fhomas. ’ 

The steamer proceeded for Valdez this 
morning../Its coming to this city had 
been eagerly anticipated for two days, 
and the entire population of 787 souls 
was waiting on the dock to see the racing 
car. A home-made band, which had not 
pluved together since Independence Day, 
weicomned the racers with ‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner,’ and the crowd sang 
it with a susto that told well where their 
sympathies in the race are.

NOROTON, Conn., April 9.—Robert 
Hunter, the wealthy Socialist agitator, 
who recently figured so conspicuously in 
the demonstration of the unemployed in 
New York which led up to the bomb 
throwing in Union Square, was thrown 
from his saddle horse near his home here 
this afternoon and seriously injured. 

His‘ collarbone is broken, and it ts 
thought that he has suffered severe in- 
ternal injuries. He has endured great 
pain since the accident, and has been un- 
der the constant attention of a physician, 
To-night, Mrs. Hunter, who was a daugh- 
ter of Anson Phelps Stokes, was reluctant 
to talk about her husband's mishap or his 
condition. 

‘‘Mr. Hunter fell and broke his collar- 
| bone,”’ she said to inquirers, ‘‘ but we do 
|not consider his condition very serious.” 

Mr. Hunter, with his wife and children, 
has been spending most of the Winter on 
|}the Anson Phelps Stokes farm in Ox- 
|ridge, Noroton, and has passed several 
hours each day working on @ book which 
is soon to be published. 

Each day he goes out for a walk ora 
|} horseback ride as his favorite means of 
exercise. This afternoon he was riding a 
particularly spirited horse, and as the air 
was fine and the animal had been in the 
stable some days, he showed considerable 
mettle from the start, 

At one point in the road near a trolley 
| line there is a sharp curve, and jus* as 
|the rider reached this bend around it 
|}came a car, bowling at a rapid clip. The 
| horse, though quite used to trolley 
;}cars, seemed to be unaccountably nerv- 
| ous, and the appearance of the car appar- 
ently took him completely by surprise.

CARRIER ROBBED THE MAIL. 


Post Office Inspectors Catch Him with 
Decoy Letter and See Him Open It, 


John F. Fitzgerald, until yesterday a 
letter carrier attached to Station R of 
the Post Office, at 149th Street and Third 
Avenue, was arrestgd for stealing from 
the mails, indicted by the Federal Grand 
Jury, arraigned before Judge Chatfield 
in the tnited States Circuit Court, before 
whom he pleaded guilty, and remh&nded 
until Tuesday for sentence, all within two 
hours yesterday afternoon.

FOREIGNERS TO SAIL TO-DAY. 


St. Chaffray Says They Are Deter- 
mined to Get to Paris.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 9—The 
De Dion and Zust cars leave for Seattle 
to-morrow morning at 11 o’clock on the 
steamer City of Puebla. We go to Alaska 
together, and will keep together al] the 
way until we reach the frontier of Rus- 
sia. We are determined to go through to 
Paris and complete the trip, even if we 
find the passage of Alaska impossible at 
the late season. 

The delays in the trip across the United 
States have altered all the preconceived 
conditions. First we were delayed by 
the snows in the East, and we lost more 
time in crossing the snaudtaine of the 
West, so instead of arriving in Alaska at 
e favorable time, as we anticipated, we 
will get there at a time when the snow 
and ice may be no more. We should make 
the attempt, however, even if we knew it 
to be foolish, as that is the programme 
laid out for us. 

It may be that eventually we shall be 


obliged to return and cross the Pacific 
by steamer to Japan, and go through 
Manchuria to Irkutsk, and so to Paris. 
We shall have trouble in doing even that, 
as we shall then strike the rainy season 
in Siberia, and our journey will be any- 
| thing but a pleasant one. 

Nevertheless, we have-set out to do this 
thing, to get to Paris, and we shall arrive 
there, no matter what the obstacles.

SENATE COMBINATION 
WARS WITH HUGHES 


Now Evident That It Will Fight 
Bitterly Against All His 


Reforms. 


HIS MESSAGE TO SENATE 


Insists on Passage of Racing Bilis— 
Otherwise a Special Session 
WII! Be Called May 11. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9.—Gov. Hughes to- 
day sent to both branches of the Legis- 
lature a special message urging anew the 
passage of his anti-race track gambling 
bills, which were defeated yesterday, ana 
all the other reforms recommended in his 
annual message. 

Later announcement was made from the 
Executive Chamber that the Legislature 
would be called in extraordinary session 


May 11 unless the Governor's reform pro- 


gramme was enacted, and that the day 
after the extraordinary session meets a 
special election would be held in the 
Niagara-Orleans District to fill the seat 
left vacant by the recent death of Senator 
Stanislas P. Franchot. The proclamation 
for this special election—to take effect 
May 12—will go out to-morrow, 


The special message and the two an- 
nouncements following close upon its 
heels, fell like a bombshell in the oppo- 
sition camp. Political leaders of long 
experience are predicting to-day a fight 
to the finish between the Governor and 
what popular support he can command 
and the machine members of the Legis- 
lature, backed by the bosses. 

There is a great deal of talk here that 
the bosses will have the backing of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and the fact that Senator 
Grattan was coerced into voting against 
the race track bills, thereby encompass- 
ing their defeat, by William Barnes, Jr., 
who more than any other leader in the 
State is amenable to dictation from the 
White House, is pointed to as bearing out 
the impression that the Washington pro- 
gramme contemplates the humiliation of 
Gov. Hughes in the eyes of the Nation 
and the shattering of his prestige by de- 
feating his reforms in order that his nom- 
{nation for President may be impossible, 


Reception of the Message. 


Twice to-day the big central portals of 
the Senate chamber swung open to admit 
Secretary Robert H. Fuller bearing a 
message from the Governor. 

The first message contained a recom- 
mendation that provision be made for a 
commission to inquire into the subject of 
Wall Street methods. Senator Grady in 
all his speeches against race-track bills 
based his attacks against those measures 
principally on the ground that the Gov- 
ernor had closed his eyes to that form of 
gambling. The second message vetoed 
some bills introduced by Republican Sena- 
tors who voted against the race-track 
bills. 

The message provoked one of the most 
bitter and extraordinary debates heard in 
the Senate chamber in many a year. Two 
important facts; developed from the de- 
bate. It was made perfectly clear that 
the mixed majority which defeated the 
race-track bills from now on will lead an 
open revolt against the Governor and all 
his reforms. 

It also established beyond doubt the fact 
that the real leadership of the Senate had 
passed out of the hands of Senator Raines 
and into the hands of Grady and McCar- 
ren, who dominate the element in the 
Senate which has taken up arms against 
the Governor and can tie up all his re- 
forms by merely standing together. 

When Senator Raines appeared in his 
seat this morning he seemed a broken 
and humiliated man. He seemed keenly 
alive to the fact that his failure to hold 
a sufficient number of the Senators in 
his Republican flock in line for the Gov- 
ernor’s race track reforms after he had 
assumed full responsibility for the delay 
which permitted the opposition to pave 
the way to victory constituted a severe 
blow to his prestige. 

When the message was received Senator 
Raines moved that it be printed, and that 
such portions of it as referred to legisla- 
tion before the whole Senate, notably the 
references to the race track bills, lie on 
the table, and that other portions refer- 
ring to measures before committees be 
sent to those. 


Grady’s Attack on Hughes. 


Senator Grady at once moved that the 
whole message be referred to the proper 
committees, designating the Codes Com- 
mittee as the proper body in which to 
bury the renewed recommendations for 
the abolition of race track gambling. He 
then launched out in one of the most 
violent attacks on an Executive ever 
heard at Albany. In this Senator Mc- 
Carren later joined. Senator Grady said 

yart: 

me is the Governor’s business t0 recom- 
mend legislation, not to read us a lecture 
when we fail to pass bills in the form he 
desires them passed. He is mistaken 
when he assumes the Legislature to be a 
subordinate rather than a co-ordinate 
ranch of Government.

‘He undertakes to attach to the assault

At this point Senator McCarren took 
up the attack.

It 
seems to me that the proper action for 
this Senate should be to send to him, 
couched in respectful language, & message 
inviting him to attend to his own busi- 
ness.” 


Senator Raines’s Rebuke. 


Senator Raines replied that the Gover- 
nor was perfectly justified in sending his 
special message and that both Senator 
Grady and Senator McCarren had far 
exceeded the privilege of any member in 
suggesting what they had in regard to the 
Governor’s message. 

Senator Grady retorted: ‘The Consti- 
tution no more provides for any lectures 
from the Governor to us than it does for 
your undertaking to tell him in just what 
manner he should discharge his obliga- 
tions. Just think of it, Just think of it! 
he said, picking up a copy of the Gov- 
ernor’s message. ‘‘ As though we were @ 
little German band called together for the 
personal amusement, or, if you please, 
for the entertainment of the Governor.

GOV. HUGHES’S MESSAGE. 


He Reiterates Recommendations to 
Pass Racing Bills and Adds Others. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 9.—In his special 
message sent to the Legislature to-day, 
Gov. Hughes, besides recommending the 
passage of the Agnew-Hart bills provid- 
ing for the abolition of race-track gamb- 
ling and the enactment of the reform pro- 
gramme mappet out in his annual mes- 
Sage to the Legislature, recommends bills 
to provide for the investigation of the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Wall Street methods of speculation, with 
a view of devising means to correct 
abuses and safeguarding legitimate busi- 
ness, 

The condition and distribution of {!mm!- 
grants residing in this State. 

The number and condition of unem- 
ployed and means to best promote a re- 
sumption ,of industrial activity. 

The methods and peseecese of inferlor 
courts and means of improving the admin- 
istration of justice in such tribunals. 


The Governor’s Message. 


The Governor’s message is as follows: 
“To the Legislature: 

“T again urge you to enact appropriate 
legislation to abolish the existing discrim- 
inations in favor of race-track gambling. 

“The failure of the upper branch of 
your honorable body to pass the meas- 
ures designed to effect this purpose after 
their passage in the lower branch, can- 
not be regarded as disposing of the mat- 
ter. The Constitution, with its  per- 
emptory mandate, still stands. It pro- 
vides: 

‘** Nor shall any lottery, or the sale 
of lottery tickets, poolselling, book- 
making, or any other kind of gambling 
hereafter be authorized or allowed within 
this State; and the Legislature shall pass 
appropriate laws to prevent offenses 
against any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion.’ 

‘The evil of race-track gambling flour- 
ishes, not in spite of the law, but becau 
of the law. Legislation pretending to 
carry out the constitutional provision in 
effect nullifies it. You are not asked to 
accomplish the impossible, or to write 
upon the statute books a visionary scheme 
of moral reform. You are asked to rid 
our law of a vicious discrimination where- 
by offenses equally condemned by the 
Constitution are punished as crimes if 
committed in one place, and are encour- 
aged by the absence of suitable penalty 
if committed in another, 


Percy-Gray Law Ineffective. 


*“* Chapter 870 of the Laws of 1895, known 
as the Percy-Gray law, pretends in its 
provisions with regard to authorized race 
tracks. to prohibit gambling. This pre- 
tense runs through the act. But it cheats 


the prohibition by providing that the 
only penalty, if no memorandum or token 
of the wagers be delivered, shall be lia- 
bility to a civil suit for the money lost. 
If ever it was supposed that this was an 
appropriate law to prevent the offenses 
mentioned in the Constitution, no one 
now cherishes the illusion. 

“It is a@ mockery of prohibition, and 
poolselling and bookmaking flourish at 
the race tracks as though they were 
legally authorized. Not only is this the 
result, but the enforcement of the law 
elsewhere is embarrassed by these un- 
democratic discriminations. 

“It is not a question for the Legis 
lature whether this vice should be per- 
mitted or regulated. Under the Constl- 
tution the Legislature has no right to 
ermit it or to regulate it. The people 
ave spoken upon that question You 
are asked to make existing prohibitions | 
effective. Instead of virtually protecting 
poolselling and bookmaking upon the 
race tracks—instead of favoring them and 
subjecting them to an inadequate pen- 
alty—the law can and should effectively 
prohibit them by imposing penalties sim- 
ilar to those which are visited upon iden- 
tical offenses elsewhere. 

“The demoralizing :nfluences and the 
menace to the welfare of the State which 
are involved in the continuance of this 
evil are obvious. Still more important 
is the necessity of vindicating the funda- 
mental law of the land, and of demon- 
strating that this js a State where law 
and order prevail and where no interest 
is powerful to keep on the statute books 
deceitful provisions whereby prohibition 
becomes profitable license, and a favored 
class of lawbreakers are afforded sub- 
stantial immunity. 


Must Respect Constitution. 


“ Respect for law is the security of our 
Government, and the guarantees of the 
rights of Mberty and property will not 
long avail if the people are taught to 
view the Constitution with contempt. 

“T, therefore, urge you to discharge a 
manifest duty and to end the discrimina- 
tions in favor of race-track gambling, 
which cupidity inspired and now seeks to 
maintain. 

“I also urge upon you the importance of 
the enactment, before the adojurnment of 
7 honorable body, of suitable legisla- 
ion with regard to the following matters: 

“ Provision for such additional amend- 
ments to the law as may be needed to 
secure the proper conduct and adequate 
supervision of banks and trust companies 
and their economical liquidation in ac- 
pesenee with my former recommenda- 

ons.

Ryan, Testifying In Metropolitan Suit, 
Says He Does Not Know for 
What the Money Was Used.

The disclosure came from Thomas F. 
Ryan, who was again on the witness 
stand in the suit brought by Emanuel 
Weil and Minner Welller before Justice 
Young of the Municipal Court to recover 
losses suffereqd on Metropolitan Street 
Railway stock. The plaintiffs declate 
that they were moved to retain their 
stock at its present low prices on the 
strength of the reports of the New York 
City Railway for the years ended June 
80, 1905, and 1906. Accordingly, certain 
of the Directors of the New York City 
Railway are made defendants on the con- 
tention that the company’s reports were 
false and misleading. The action is 
backed by the committee of Metropolitan 
Street Railway stockholders, of which 
William F. King is Chairman.

OLGA STEIN GIVES UP FIGHT. 


“ Countess” to Go Back to Russia for 
Trial on Forgery Charge. ~ 


After a month in the Tombs Prison 
Mme. Olga, Stein, who professes to be the 
wife of a Privy Councillor in St. Peters- 
burg, and is accused of forgery and 
larceny, waived her rights under the ex- 
tradition laws when arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Shields yes- 
terday and expressed a willingness to re- 
turn to Russia for trial. She sald she is 

'innocent, but without friends or money 
here, and, therefore, unable to make a 
fight against extradition. 

When brought before Commissioner 
Shields she still wore the sealskin gown 
and lamb’s wool cape she had on when ar- 
rested on March 9 at the Hotel Shoreham, 
where she was known as the “ Russian 
Countess.”’ 

As soon as the extradition papers are 
received Mme. Stein will be sent back to 
Russia, The warrant charges her with 
having raised a certificate for 100 rubles, 
issued by the State Bank of Russia, to 
100,000 rubles, and it is alleged that she 
succeeded in cashing it. She is also ac- 
cused of larceny of property worth 10,000 
rubles in 1906. At one time Mme. Stein is 
said to have represented herself as ‘* Mme. 
Schultz,’ wife of a Captain in the Russian 
Navy. She also gave it out that she was 
a Countess witb a fortune of $5,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—On recelpt o 
the finding of the New York court the 
State Department as usual, will review 
it as a basis for Issuing an extradition 
warrant to an agent of the Russian Gov- 
ernment for Olga Stein.

Invasion of American Consulate at 
/Mukden Still an Open Incident. 


PEKING, April 9.—The American Lega- 
tion here has received no information re- 
garding the invasion of the American 
Consulate at Mukden by Japanese and 
an attack by them on the native staff 
of the Consulate. At the Japanese Lega- 
tion it is admitted that something of the 
sort had taken place, but it is insisted 
the affair was a very “ small matter,” not 
worth cabling to the United States. Fur- 
thefmore an official of the Japanese Le- 
gation quoted a Japanese newspaper pub- 
lished in Mukden as saying that Willard 
| D. Straight, the American Consul Gen- 
eral there, was an excitable man, given 
to exaggerating trifles, and difficult fo 
deal with. 

A Court of Inquiry has been ordered by 
M. Kato, the Japanese Consul General at 
Mukden, and a full report will not be 
submitted to either Washington or Pe- 
king pending the report of this court. 

A detailed account of the incident has, 
however, been obtained from an authori- 
tative source. This shows that the con- 

| duct of M. Kato, in the beginning, was of 

{such a character that it might be de- 
: | seribed as extraordinary—it is even said 

that he was insolent. When the matter 
was brought to his attention he offered 
no apology nor did he express regret, and 
he asked Mr. Straight to prove his own 
| statements as against the verbal declara- 
| tiqns of the Japanese thugs involved.

At this point Mr. Straight intervened 
and conaucted the postman to the main 
entrance. The postman went away to 
return in a short while with the Japanese 
who made the attack The Consulate 
servants gathered togethered and with 
sticks offered a resistance. The postman, 
in the course of the scuffling, entered Mr. 
Straight’s bedroom and bit one of his per- 
sonal servants in the face. While this 
was going on the postman’s accomplices 
had been capiured by the three other 
servants. The postman made an attempt 


‘to call in reinforcements, but in this he 
was not successful. 

In the meantime the Chinese police had 
arrived on the scene, and the invading 
; Japanese were arrested. The police were 
not of much use, for Mr. Straight found 
it necessary personally to guard the pris- 
oners with a firmarm in his hand and 
thus to convey them before M, Kato.

PARIS, April 9.—The Temps publishes 
a history, obtained, it says, from an inside 
source, of a Republican plot in Portugal.

A blunder on the part of 
one of the conspirators placed some 
threads of the plot'in the possession of 
Premier Franco, and he repeatedly inter- 
fered with the plans of the conspirators, 
and finally, when it seemed that all 
chance of carrying the original scheme 
into effect was gone, one of the groups 
connected with the conspiracy decreed the 
asgommina tions and carried the decree into 
effect.

YOUNG JAY GOULD 


Britisher Defeats Payne Whit- 
ney in Court Tennis Final 
Round in Straight Sets 


FOR CHAMPIONSHIP TITLE 


Challenger and Holder Will Face Each 
Other To-morrow—Standing and 
Latham Matched To-day. 


Jay Gould, Tuxedo Racquet and Tennis 
Club, must defend his title of amateur 
court tennis champion of the United 
States against Eustace H. Miles of Eng- 
land. The match will be played at the 
Racquet and Tennis Club to-morrow after- 
noon, and will practically decide the 
world’s amateur championship, as Gould 
won the British title from Miles last year, 
and will not defend it this year. As was ex- 
pected, Miles won the final round of the 
amateur championship tournament yester- 
day at the New York Racquet and Tennis 
Club, defeating Payne Whitney in three 
straight sets by the score of 6—3, 6—0, 
6—1. 

While the outcome of the match ereated 
no surprise, it was expected that Whitney 
would make a much better showing than 
he did against the English amateur, At 


no stage of the contest did Whitney cause 
the visitor any worry. In view of his clever 
victory over T, A. Havemeyer, it was 
thought he might extend Miles, and, per- 
haps, win one set, but with the exception 
of the first set Whitney was hopelessly 
outclassed. In addition to being outplayed 
he met the hardest kind of luck. His 


shots for the grille opening and dedans 
missed their marks by narrow margins, 
and several times the ball struck the 
edge of the opening and rebounded into 
play, while in nearly every instance 
Miles’s shots went true to the mark and 
scored winning points for the Britisher. 


Whitney's service was also at fault. He 
started the first set strong, but could 
not maintain the pace. Twice during the 
contest he lost points to his opponent on 
double faults, while his floor play, for 
the chases and galleries, was far below 
his usual form. 

Miles, on the other hand, was excep- 
tionally brilliant.

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A BLIND GIRL AT COLLEGE. 
How She Works in Competition with 
the Clearsighted—The State’s Aid. 


Although Miss Margaret Hogan, 
blind girl in the sophomore class 
Barnard, is registered in the catalogue 
as coming from’ Greenville, N. J., the 
credit of her education belongs to New 
York City. She received her instruction 
in the: college preparatory work at the 
New York Institution for the Blind, Ninth 
Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street. 
Hogan was left an orphan, and as there 
was no similar home and school in New 
| Jersey she pursued her studies in New 
| York City for about fourteen years. 

At the school her former teachers and 
fellow-students express surprise at her 
being able to keep up with the college 
iwork at Barnard, as she has always been 
regarded as a frail girl. Her appearance 
bears out this description. Of medium 
height, light brown hair, blue-gray eyes, 
she walks with confidence along the cor- 
ridors of Brooks Hall. The first intima- 
tion of her blindness which an observer 
receives is the fact that on going to 
| speak to a person she walks either a few 
feet beyond or does not quite come within 
speaking distance of her visitor. When 
| talking she never looks directly at the 
person addressed, Dut always a little to 
the right or left. Whenever she smiles— 
and Miss Hogan is possessed of a sense 
of humor-—she looks just like the other 
college girls, but ordinarily she bears the 
marks of the long hours of study neces- 
sary for a blind girl to compete with those 
blessed with sight. 

“Phere really isn’t much to say,’’ Miss 
Hogan told THe Times reporter yesterday. 
‘“‘Everything is done that can be done 
to make it as easy as possible for me.” 

A reader is supplied by State funds for 
every blind student in college. -She reads 
the parts of the textbooks used to Miss 
Hogan, who takes notes on her type- 
writer. 
sent to the printer for the blind, who has 
them embossed. 
takes more time and effort on the part 
of the blind student than the mere skim- 
ming which the ordinary college girl 
likely to give to the textbook. pe 

For~the study of mathematics a dif- 
ferent plan ts adopted. In a wooden 
frame, with many little squares blocked 
off by intersecting rods, like a very fine 
latticework, are placed blocks of wood, 
with the symbols required in algebra done 
in raised type. There are only 
figures needed for all algebra, so when 
these have been memorized the girl can | 
shift them quickly in her slate frame 
and work out the problem. 

Geometry is differently 
far more difficult. Here 
the raised figure of each 
guide the blind student. 
be memorized entirely, word for word. 
In fact, geometry is one of the stum- 
bling blocks in the way of the ambitious | 
blind, 

Although Miss Hogan doesn’t talk much 
about herself, she is regarded as having 
far more than the average gift for things 
literary. While still at the Thirty-fourth 
Street school she made a record in the 
Inglish work there, both in the study} 
courses and in original work. She herself 
makes no claim to be a pianist, but she 
plays well. 1 

The Institution for the Blind, at Thirty- 
fourth Street, will prepare for college} 
any student who so wishes, having courses | 
quite equal, if not superior, to those ol 
tne city high schools along this, line. |

school say that they consider, quite a 
number of their pupils sufficiently pre- 
pared to take up a college course, but no 
student since Miss Hogan's graduation 
has announced an intention of trying to 
enter college.

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| ACTION ON ANARCHY 
His Message to Congress Says 
All. Other Questions Sink 

_ Into Insignificance. 


MAIL STATUTE IS NEEDED 


Bonaparte Rules No Federal) Law Ex- 
Ists Making Publication of La Ques- 
tione Sociale Offense Against U. S&. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—In one of the 
Bhortest messages which he has. yet 
transmitted to Congress, President Roose- 
velt to-day called the attention of that 
body ‘to the necessity for further legisla- 
tion on the subject of anarchy. With the 
message he transmitted a report review- 
Ing the legal phases of the question by 
Attorney Genera' Bonaparte. 

The message of the President’is as fol- 
lows: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
‘ Bentatives: 

“T herewith submit a letter from the 
Department of Justice which éxplains 
itself. Under this opinion I hold that 
existing statutes give the President the 
bower to prohibit the Postmaster General 
from being used as an instrument’ in the 
commission of crime; that is, to prohibit 
the use of the mails for the advocacy of 
murder, arson, and treason; and I shall 
&ct upon such construction. 

“ Unquestionably, however, there should 
be further legislation by Congress in this 
matter. When compared with the sup- 
pression of anarchy, every other question 
sinks into insignificance. The Anarchist 
is the enemy of humanity, the enemy of 
all mankind, and his is a deeper degree 
df criminality than any other. No im- 
mi nt is allowed to come to our shores 
\f is an Anarchist, and no paper pub- 
lished here or abroad should be per- 
mitted circulation in this country if it 
bropagates anarchistic crimes. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

“The White House, April 9, 1908."" 

Besides his direction to the Postmaster 
Berieral to exclude from the mails such 
publications as ‘‘La Questione Sociale,” 

resident Roosevelt in his letter to At- 

rney General Bonaparte, asking for an 
bpinion on the legal phases of the sub- 
lect, says he has had the particular case 
balled to the attention of the Governor 
bf ‘New Jersey by Secretary Root, that 
the Governor may proceed under the 
Btate laws. 

The opinion of the Attorney General, 
Which the President transmits to Con- 
fress, embraces a discussion of the’ whole 
bubject from many legal angles. His 
first conclusion is that the article in 
tuestion, which advocates the use of arms 
bnd dynamite in annihilating police and 
boldiers that anarchy may prevail, zon- 
iMtitutes a ‘seditious libel,” and “is un- 
Bouhtedly a crime at common law.” 

He declares that there is no Federal 
Statute which makes such publications 
- offense against the United States, and 

at the Federal courts consequently have 
po jurisdiction in the matter. That there 
full power in the possession of Con- 
fress to make such publications crimi- 
pal, the Attorney General asserts, and 
tuotes Chief Justice Fuller of the Su- 
tore Court and Justice Field as au- 

ority. 

The greater portion of his opinion is 
Sevoted to the question of whether, in the 
bbsence- of, any legislation -by~ Congress, 
the ,Postmaster Genéral has the right to 
xclude such publications, On this point 
is conclusion is: 

“The Postmaster General will be jus- 
Hfied in excluding from the mails any 
issue of any periodical, otherwise entitled 
to the privilege of second-class mail mat- 
ter, which shall contain any article con- 
stituting seditious lbel, and counseling 
such crimes as murder, arson, riot, and 
treason.” 

The Attorney General makes a clear 
Ristinction with reference to the author- 
lty of postal officials over sealed and un- 
bealed mail matter. In conveying letters 
bnd newspapers to persons to whom they 
tre directed, he says the United States 
“undertakes the business of a messen- 
Ber.” 3 

He adds: “In so far as it conveys 
pealed documents, its agents not only are 
hot bound to know, but are expressly for- 
bidden to ascertain, what the purport of 
buch messages may be; therefore, neither 


the Government nor its officers can be 
held either legally or morally responsible 
for the nature of the letters to which 
they thus, in intentional ignorance, afford 
transportation. 

“But in the case of printed matter, in- 
ended for general circulation:and which, 
y. virtue of the statutes above men- 
toned, and in consideration of the re- 
fiuced rate at which it is transported, the 
fficers of the Post Office Department 
pare the legal right to thoroughly inspect, 
it seems obvious that neither these offi- 
ters nor the Government which empioys 
them can escape responsibility for the

for the Federal Government.

AFTER THE PAPER TRUST. 


Cannon Says if Justice Department 
Doesn’t Find Out the House Will. 


, Stecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—At the dinner 
to Senator Knox this evening, Speaker 
Cannon declared with emphasis that he 
proposed to find. out whether the tariff 
on wood pulp had anything to do with 
the price of print paper or not. 

The House had asked the Departments 
of Justice and Commerce and Labor to 
find out whether there was a Paper 
Trust or not, he said, and if they did not, 
& special committee of the House would 
he appointed to make an investigation 
which would diselese the full facts. 

The Speaker gaid that a pile driver 
could not get the 18,000 newspaper pro- 
prietors to tell the truth about the mat- 
ter. He pointe@ eut that 900,000 tons of 
pulp were prodweed in the United States, 
against 9,000 toms tmported, and referring 
to the duty of 18 per cent., inquired how 
far its removal would help the news- 
papers. 

The House resolution introduced by 
Speaker Cannon requesting information 
as to what steps have been taken to pros- 
ecute the ‘‘ Paper Trust’’ reached Attor- 
ney General Bonaparte to-day, and were 
by him referred to Mr. Purdy, assistant to 
the Attorney General, who has been 
charged with the preparation of the reply 
to the House. 

It is understood that this reply will 
show that the Department of Justice al- 
ready has taken the initial steps to brin 
the ‘Paper Trust” officials to tria 
on criminal charges, and probably for that 
reason it will not be possible: to onep’y 
Congress with much detailed information 
which might jeopardize the success of the 
prosecution. 


CHICAGO, April 9.—Members of the

TO STOP WATER POLLUTION. 


Edward Hatch, Jr., of New York Asks 
Roosevelt to Help. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—‘‘ W. -er pois- 
oning,’”’ as he terms the almost unl- 
versal practice of dumping raw sewage 
into the streams of the country, will be 
made a National issue if President Roose- 
velt acts upon the suggestion of Edward 
Hatch, Jr., of New York, made in a letter 
which was to-day delivered to the Execu- 
tive. 

Mr. Hatch is Chairman of the New 
York Merchants’ Association Pollution 
Committee, which is conducting a vig- 
orous campaign against the defilement of 
State waters, and of the Hudson River 
and New York Bay in particular, by ex 
isting and proposed systems of drainage— 
two of which latter, the Bronx Valley and’ 
the Passaic Valley trunk sewers, the one 
in New York, the other in New Jersey, 


would eventually discnarge 600,000,000 gal- 
lons of sewage into New York harbor 
every twenty-four hours. 

Arguing for Government ald in bringing 
about the reforms which he advocates, 
the writer of. the letter says: 

“ Human life is already safeguarded by 
Federal authority in such regulations 
as those governing quarantine, the inspec- 
tian’ of steamboats and steamships, and 
the installation of safety appliances for 
railroads, but, while the Government ex- 
tends this measure of protection to life 
and health, it is doing nothing to save 
the 35,000 lives which are annually sac- 
rificed to typhoid fever—a preventable 
disease, as physicians agree—because of 
the habit of American people of drinking 
diluted sewage. 

“A few words of encouragement and 
suggestion from you would serve to dispel 
this apathy.”

PASSES. SENATE 


Dolliver Says It Was Purposely 
Drawn to Fail Before Su- 
preme Court. 


FORAKER WITH ROOSEVELT 


President’s Famous Letter to Harri- 
man Read in the Senate and 
Made Part of the Record, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Senator For- 
aker, as the champion of President Roose- 
velt, and the latter’s ‘‘My Dear Harri- 
man” letter forced into the official rec- 
ord of the proceedings of Congress, . were 
two. surprises to-day during the considera- 
tion of the Employers’ Liability bill. The 
bill, although severelf criticised, was 
passed as it came from the House. 

Seiator Bacon based one of his objec- 
tions to the measure on the ground thut 
the railroads were all-powerful in politics 
and that they might control certain of 
the courts, or, at least, exert influence 
aver them. The Senator cited the case of 
a railroad magnate who had been ap- 
pealed to by a “certain high official in 
the Government” to aid, through a money 
contribution, the election of the Republi- 
can State ticket in New York in 1904. He 
would mention no names, he said, because 
the matter was of sufficient notoriety to 
be patent to all. 

“Does the Senator from Georgia not 
think,”” asked Foraker, ‘that it is due 
every one that he give the name of this 
‘high official’ ? There are many ‘high 
officials’ in the Government.” 

‘No, I do not think so,’’ retorted Bacon. 
‘I stand by my proposition that the mat- 
ter is of such notoriety that every one 
knows who the ‘ high official’ is.”’ 

“Well, does not the Senator know,” 
pursued Mr. Foraker, ‘‘that the ‘high 
official’ to whom he refers has denied 
the accusation? In fact, he branded the 
author of the report with a ‘short and 
ugly word.’ "’ 

“I have heard of that denial,” said 
Bacon in reply. ‘‘I wish to say in pass- 
ing, however, that this ‘ high official’ is 
the ereator of one of the largest and most 
respectable clubs in the United States— 
one to which members have made no ap- 
plication, but who have been elected 
against their will” 

Senator Gore said he desired to add 
some literature to the subject under dis- 
cussion, and sent to the desk an innocent- 
appearing document, carefully folded. 

The Senate was astonished to discover 
that the clerk was reading the famous 
letter written by the President to E. H. 
Harriman, in which the Chief Executive 
addressed him as ‘My Dear Harriman,” 
and suggested that a secret visit to the 
White House by the railroad magnate 
might be best, if, indeed, the visit had 
better not be postponed. 

There were no protests against the read- 
ing of the letter, which thus finds its 
way into The Congressional Record. 
When it was finished, however, Gallinger 
administered a sharp rebuke to Bacon, 
denouncing the reading as ‘“‘ highly im- 
proper.” 

Senator Gore got quickly to his feet. 
“If there is to be any criticism,’’ he said, 
“I insist it should be~ directed to me. 
The President should write no letters on 
public matters that he would not have 


read before the Senate or before the coun- 
try. 
Free Senators expressed their belief 
that the Liability bill, as drawn, will not 
stand the test of the Supreme Court. 
Among these was Senator Dolliver, who 
intimated that the measure had been 
drawn for this very purpose. 

Foraker insisted that the law could 
not be held constitutional, He declared 
the measure opened up a wide field for 
Federal paternalism, dangerous in itself, 
and directly opposed to the Constitution 

f the United States. 
C'denator Dolliver sought to have the 
Sterling bill, reported from the House, 
laid on the table, and the measure drawn 
by the Senate Committee, of which he is 
Chairman, substituted. This was lost. 

In brief, the measure provides for the 
payment of damages to railroad employes 
injured and recompense for the relatives 
of those killed in the performance of 
their duties. Contributory negligence by 
those maimed or killed does not bar a 
recovery, under the provisions of the law, 
nor does any assumption of the risks of 
their employment.militate against plain- 
tiffs. 


Drinks Poison When Suitor Writes 
That His Courtship ts Ended. 


MILLVILLE, N. J., April 9.—Pearl 
Greaves, a pretty sixteen-year-old girl, 
the daughter of George Greaves, former- 
ly of this place, attempted to commit sui- 
cide last night by swallowing an ounce 
of muratic acid. The physicians said that 
she could not survive. 

Harvey Slater of North Millville was a 
suitor of the girl,, but owing to her youth 
her friends objected to the young fellow's 
too frequent calls, and yesterday told 


him that he must not visit her again for 
at least a week. 

Thinking that this had been done at the 
request of Miss Greaves, Slater sent her 
a note, saying: ‘‘ You may now consider 
that all is over between us.” 

The girl thereupon left the house with a 
friend, Ida Ford. They had walked but a 
short distance when Miss Greaves stopped 
and drank the contents of a bottle, and 
said: “ Good-bye, Ida. I won't stand it.” 

She fell, and Miss Ford summoned Dr. 
A. H. Slade, who hurried the girl in an 
automobile to the Emergency Hospital. 
Her mouth and throat are so- badly 
burned that she can hardly live, and if 
she should she will lose her voice.

Bankers Think Superintendent Would 
Have Too Much Power. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 9.—Opponents of 
the reforms recommended by Clark Will- 
jams, Superintendent of Banks, and the 
Governor's special commission, will make 
their hardest fight against the bill which 
makes important changes in relation to 
proceedings attending the liquidation of 
insolvent banks. 

The principal feature of the measure 
gives the Superintendent of Banks power 
to take charge of such banks, removing 
the necessity of applying to the court for 
the appointment of receivers. This feat- 
ure is not objected to,. The bill, however, 
gives the Superintendent power to order 
banks to show cause why they should not 
diseontinue methods which he regards as 
unsafe. If they fail.to give a satisfactory 
explanation the Superintendent may pub- 
lish that fact in papers he may select. 
This feature is objectionable to many 
bankers, who say they would be at thé 
mercy of an unscrupulous Superintendent. 


LEAKING SCHOONER STRANDED 


The Hudson Strikes Off Southampton, 
L. l.—One of Wrecking Crew Hurt. 
Special to The New York Times. 

EASTPORT, L. 1., April 9.-—With 7 
| feet of water in her hold, and still leak- 
jing badly, the five-masted schooner, 
| George A. Hudson, stranded near South- 
ampton early this morning, and will prob- 
ably prove a total loss. The Merritt- 
Chapman tugs, which arrived at noon, 
have been unable to move the big vessel. 
The Captain and crew of eighteen men 
are still on board, and can be landed: at 
any minute by the breeches buoy.

SPEEDING MOGUL BLOWS UP.

‘LEAGUE. 
A. A. U. Likely to Cancel Alliance Be- 


cause Professionalism. 


According to present indications, the 
alliance between the Amateur Athletic 
Union of the United States and the Mill- 
tary Athletic League, composed of the 


athletic associations of the different regi- ; 


ments in and near New York City, is in 
serious jeopardy, and may be canceled 
very shortly by the parent body. 

For some time rumors have been going 
the rounds that the military organization 
would cut loose from the Amateur Union, 
and that such action would take place 
very shortly, or after the Military Ath- 
letic League championships, which are to 
be held next week. 


This matter had never been brought to 
the Amateur Athletic Union, nor no men- 
tion had been made of it to any of its 
officers, and, as thirty days’ notice of 
the breaking of the alliance between the 
two bodies must be given, no thought of 
such @ move had come to them. How- 
ever, at the handicap games of the Mili- 
tary Athletic League, which are a part 
of the annual meeting of the league, there 


appeared on the programme the names of 
several men who have been disqualified 
by the Amateur Athletic Union for play- 
ing in professional] sports, the Military 
League being notified at the time. Two 
of thesg men subsequently started in their 
respective events, and, according to a bul- 
let n issued by the Amateur Athletic 
Union officials yesterday, disqualified all 
the athletes who competed ainst them 
in their respective events—the 70-yard 
dash handicap and the 12-pound shot put. 

Among these are a number of repre- 
sentatives of the crack athletic clubs of 
the Metropolitan Association, and these 
men have made themselves ineligible for 
further competition under Amateur Ath- 
letic Union sanction until they are rein- 
stated by the Registration Committee. 
There will hardly be any trouble about 
this, however, as the committee will take 
into consideration the fact that they were 
not aware that they were competing 
against a professional. 

fhe Secretary of the Amateur Athletic 
Union yesterday sent out for a mail vote 
of the Board of Governors of the Na- 
tional body a resolution to cancel the 
alliance and es the necessary thirty 
days’ notice of the same. The vote will 
close in two weeks’ time, and the result 
is awaited with interest in this section. 
In the meantime the Registration Com- 
mittee is looking up the full list of active 
starters in the 70-yard handicap and the

Colin Armstrong Says Social Ban orf 
Stock Gamblers Would Stop It. 


Colin Armstrong, editor of The Wa 


Street Summary, lectured before the New 
York Chapter of the American Institut 
of Banking last night on “‘ The Relatiog 
of Speculation to Business.”” In conclud@-; 
ing Mr. Armstrong took up the movemen®: 
toward restrictive legislation, He salg@ 
that the way to stop stock gambling wag;

plies to all other forms of gambling: 

“The trouble is not with our estab neds 
markets and Exchanges,” he said. ‘‘ Th 
protect business as well as provide fae 
cilities for its transaction. It is the very 
facilities that they afford and that are 
so largely abused that are seemingly re- 
sponsible for the present criticism and 
tirades against them. 

*“Now, as we cannot legislate the Exe 
changes out of existence, unless we wan 
to drive business out of the country; an 
as all efforts to legislate human nature 
up to a higher level have proved distinct 
failures, we have got to make speculativ 
transactions that are known to be o 
gambling intent unpopular, unprofitable, 
and indefensible. 

“ This cannot be done by law, but it can 
be done by education, and it can be done 
in large part by the banking community. 
The man who is known as a patron. of 
gambling resorts and of poolrooms has 
no standing in the community, either In 
business or socially. Why should the 
man who, under the guise of legitimate 
business transactions, gues in the 
markets be rated any higher?”

Europe for Paris to envy.” 

Here Mr. Ward read a glowing descrip- 
tion of the gallery in all its glory, written 
by an English visitor to Paris in 1814, 
who pronounced it without exception the 
most marvelous collection in the world. 
‘But you must remember there was no 
National Gallery then,” said Mr, Ward, 
as if to explain the lack of patriotism on 
the part of the British traveler in 1814.

ERIE FINANCING THE FACTOR 


Grain Markets Undergo Further De- 
clines—Exchange Rates Near 
Gold Point. 


| The clearing up of the Erle situation 
| through Mr. Harriman’s unexpected but 
; timely assistance was the sole topic of 
discussion on the Stock Exchange yester- 

day. It was also the direct cause of a 
vigorous, although unhurried, advance in 
| prices. There are a number of things in 
connection with the Erie affair which 
| call for explanations which will probably 
| never be made; holders of the old notes 

who sold their holdings after last Satur- 
| day’s practical announcement that unless 

these notes were exchanged for rew ones 
the Directors and their friends would not 
raise new money and would thus allow the 

Erie to pass into a receivership will, in 
view of Wednesday’s developments, won- 

der why it was that a statement of the 

Board’s intentions was delayed so long, 

and was of this character when finally 
made. Holders of Erie bonds and its in- 
vestment issues generally are undoubtedly 
asking why the entire matter was han- 

dled in the way it was, and the public 
has also an interest in the affair owing 
to the prominence which it has been 
given by the various delays and the final 
outturn, All in all, through the work- 
ings. of these various forces much more 
importance was attached to the Erie 
situation than it deserved, and rightly or 
wrongly the success or failure of the Erie 
financing promised to be regarded as the 
| key to the fate of other railway prop- 
feet, For this reason, if for no other, 
it was proper that it should be saved 
from a receivership, for the general finan- 
} cial situation is by no means so bad as 
the passing of the Erie into receivers’ 
hands would have made it appear, Re 
garded from this point of view, the savy- 
ing of the road has been a worthy piece 
of work, and it will be even more com- 
mendable if it 1s followed by a proper 
} readjustment of its affairs, Already there 
has been more or less loose discussion of 
the antagonism supposed to have been 
created by the events of the past few 
days, but this may safely be set down as 

; nothing more than Wall Street gossip and 
unworthy of serious consideration. Al- 
| though eclipsed by the persistent interest 
{in Erie developments a remarkable de- 
| cline in wheat prices yesterday is a note- 
worthy and important factor in the pres- 
ent situation. Grain markets appear to 
have reached the conclusion that at the 
moment, at least, the outlook for an ex- 
cellent harvest of Winter wheat is so good 
as to necessitate sharp reductions in 
prices. 

Another advance in exchange rates 
here, a fall in the Paris check on Lon- 
don, and release by the Bank of England 
of above $1,000,000 gold for shipment to 
Paris, called attention again to the for- 
eign exchange situation, with its possi- 
bility of gold exports from this city. At 
one time demand sterling sold above the 
par of exchange, but rates seem still some 
distance from the point of actual en- 
gagements, although the impending finan- 
cial transactions may force them to the 
required levels. The Bank of England 
reported a loss of $5,250,000 gold for 1e 
week, owing to its sales of the metal, but 
it cut down loans by $8,000,000, and re- 
ported another increase in its reserve per- 
centage, to a figure the highest save 
one in the past decade. The local banks 
have gained $1,450,000 from the Sub-Treas- 
ury since Friday last.

“LATEST CUSTOMS RULING 


Transferred Coal Is Held Not to be 
“Sea Stores "—Other Decisions. 


In overruling a protest filed by C. Har- 
wood of San Francisco, the Board of 
United States General Appraisers decided 
yesterday that coal transferred in an 
American harbor from one foreign vessel 
t6 another is not to be regarded as “ sea 


stores.”’ 
The protestants maintained that the 
merchandise was transferred under the 


supervision of the customs authorities, 
and that this fact, together with the cir- 
jcumstance that the coal is necessary for 
the use of the vessel, constituted the mer- 
chandise sea stores. It is held, however, 
that the coal cannot be,admitted free of 
duty as “sea stores,’ but must stand the 
| regular duty imposed on coal under the 
terms of the Dingley tariff.

Puppets by Sumner”—Mrs. Som- 
merkorn’s Relatives Win Suit. 


Declaring that they represented gross 
frauds, Bupreme Court Justice Davis yes- 
terday -set aside deeds to certain valuable 
property made by Mrs. Augusta Sommer- 
rn in favor of A. Bwing Sumner. Mrs. 
merkorn, who died on June. 14, 1907, 
at ‘the age of 75, married Horton Sumner 
ten days before her death. At the trial 
of the present case several weeks ago the 
latter was identified as Perrin H. Sum- 
ner, an ex-convict, who was at one time 
known as the “Great American Identi- 
fier.” A. Ewing Sumner is his son. 
The sult was brought by Frederick R. 
Giebelhausen, a brother of Mrs. Sommer- 
korn, and other relatives. They asserted 
Ahat the elder Sumner obtained great in- 
fluence over the aged woman, and that

| hia marriage to her was simply for the | 


purpose of defeating any attempt to de-| 
prive him of the property which she had 
transferred to him prior to thelr marriage. 
Sumner denied all the allegations and said 
he had lived in the same house with Mrs, 
Sommerkorn for six years, and that she 
married him voluntarily. : 
Mrs. Sommerkorn transferred to A. 
Ewing Sumner property in the Bronx! 
valued at about $6,500, The latter deeded 
it to one Florence G. Felton, who in 
turn re-transferred it to Horton Sumney. 
In setting aside this deed, Justice Davis 
says: 
“At the time of his marriage to Mrs. 
Semmerkorn, Horton Sumner had pos- 
sessed himself of substantially every bit 
of property owned by her. ie had ob- 
tained through his son the Bronx property 
on April 3, 1907, and on April 4 had se- 
cured title to her property in Florida, and 
on the same day he drew from the Ger-'! 


{mania Savings Bank $827 from an account | 


which. stood in Mrs. Sommerkorn's name 
in trust for her brother, the plaintiff. 
Furthermore, he claimed ownership in 4 
bill of sale over all the furniture owned! 
by her, took possession of the rents be- 
longing to her, and generally exercised 
control over all the affairs of the de- 
cedent, and all this time she was in a 
moribund condition."’ ‘ 

Justice Davis further says that the 
evidence shows that Horton Sumner had 
been an inmate of the Sommerkorn house- 
hold for about three years, during which 
time he obtained a great and undue in- 
fluence over her mind, due to her weak- 
ened condition and old age, and that he 
was engaged consistently In furthering a 
selfish and fraudulent purpose to get pos- 
session of her property, and that the 
deathbed marriage was designed by him 
as an additional protection against any 
attack upon his ownership of the prop- 
erty. »! 

The Justice comments on the absence 
of Sumner from the witness stand, and 
says that the witnesses called in his be-~ 
half showed a deep interest in Sumner’s 
success, ‘‘and one cannot resist the con- 
clusion that they formed the Sumner 
circle, controlled and moved like puppets 
by the defendant Horton Sumner. ese 
deeds should not be allowed to stand as 
valid instruments, They represent a gross 
fraud, and should be canceled. Judgment 
for the plaintiffs, with costs.”

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METZ OPPOSES CITY PLANTS. 


Balks Scheme for Municipal Asphalt- 
Ing and Library Lighting. 


Controller Metz is so thoroughly op- 
posed té municipal ownership that three 
tentative plans for asphalt and lighting 
plants, to be erected and operated by the 
city, will probably be abandoned. The 
question of erecting two asphalt plants is 
now before the Controller, and he wag to 
have reported on them to the Board of 
Estimate to-day. He would not make a 
report, and the chances are that when 
the matter comes up again he will be op- 
posed to the plan, 

Another matter under consideration by 
the Controller is whether the new Public 
Library shall have a municipally owned 
and operated lighting plant. The cost of 
it is estimated at $75,000, and the Con- 
troller is opposed to it. The Trustees of 
the library, however, are so much in favor 
of the building being equipped with its 
own plant that they will probably have 
one built, no matter what the city au- 
thorities decide. 

According to the Controller, the cost of 
lighting is considerably cheaper when the 
current is ebtained from a private com- 
vany, which in this city means the Edison 
Conupany. The rate now being charged by 
that company for lighting the Willlams- 
burg Bridge is 3% cents a kilowatt hour. 
It f sald that the company offered to 
light Bellevue Hospital at 8 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, 

In explanation of his position, Mr. Mets 
says that a recent examination into the 
cost of lighting the Museum of Natural 
History, which hag its own plant, showed 
that the light cost the city between 16 
and 17 cents per kilowatt hour. It is said 
that this plant will soon be abandoned,

This is made possible 
y an arrangement by which the inner 
sides of the cradles can be packed up to 
form ways, ‘over which the submarines 
may slide back into the sea, in exactly 
the same manner that big battleships are 
launched at the shipbuilding yards, 
Lieut. Guy V. Castle, the commander of 
the submarines, ard his junior officers 
will go to Manila, and will leave San 
Franciséo in time to arrive there a few 
days ahead of the scheduled arriyal of 
ithe Caesar.
